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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at 

issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c ) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(f) or (g) prior 
art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 



Claims 16, 17, and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, 
in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over USP 4710349 to Yamazaki et 
al. 

Yamazaki disclose(s) the features including the claimed Cu alloy (col. 3, Table 1, 
Test No. 20), it is used as an automobile radiator fins (col. 1 , lines 5-1 0), the fins would 
be soldered in a radiator (col. 1 , lines 16-20), the fins is formed by hot-rolling, and then 
repeatedly cold rolling and heating (col. 2, lines 10-40 and col. 4, lines 33-43). 
Yamazaki does not disclose the recrystallization temperature and process limitations in 
instant claims 46 and 48. But, since the claimed recrystallization temperature is a 
material property which would have been inherently possessed by the anticipated 
material as disclosed by Yamazaki.

Claims 18 and 20-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over USP 4710349 to Yamazaki et al 

Yamazaki discloses the features substantially as claimed as set forth in the 
rejection above except for the process is not continuous process. But, it was held that 
the changing of a batch operation to a continuous process or vise versa does not 
involve invention. It is within the level of ordinary skill artisan to adjust process 
parameters in order to switch between continuously and batch processes. In re Dilnot, 
138 USPQ 248, 252; In re Korpi, 73 USPQ 229, and In re Lincoln, 53 USPQ 40. The 
heating/annealing temperature would be higher when changing batch annealing to 
continuously annealing because the heating time is much shorter.
